Ps OBERT | Standish 
ip: Sievier was an Ed- 
H FY wardian sportsman. 

He was well known 
on every racecourse and at 
every sporting gathering 
from Hurst Park to the 
National Sporting Club. He 
would gamble on anything 
and drink with anybody. 
so, not unnaturally, 
was known among _ his 
sporting friends as, “Good 
old Bob Sievier.” 


In mppearance he was # shade 
flamboyant; his clothes were 
rather louder than customary 
and his langunge. rather more 
forceful than necessary, but 
that was all part of hls Edwar- 
dian character. 


He had been good enough to 
present his admiring sycophants 
with n short volume containing 
some details of his boisterous 
career. He had married a lady 
of fortune; he -had even received 
un invitatlon to a Royal func- 
tion and he had been a member 
of well-known sporting clubs 
as far afield as Melbourne, 
Australia, 


He had owned one of the 
besi-known racehorses of his 
time, a mare named Sceptre. 
For a short time he had been a 
book - maker. He was a great 
To a Company of Im- 
perial Yeomanry, departing for 
service in South Africa, he had 
promised insurance against 
death or injury, so that each 
might face the risks of war 
without anxicty for his depen- 
dants. 


Greatest pride 


But his greatest pride lay in 
his gambling exploits. There 
was not a game’ of skill or 
chance on which he was not 
prepared to risk a fortune; even 
at billiards he had played for 
stakes of many hundreds of 
pounds, particularly - against 
a man named Horne, “with 
whom he played one, night at 
Monte Carlo. 


But Slevier was also a journa~ 
list. He owned and condyeted 
a periodical known as The 
Winning Post, a peculiar paper 
which published a scries of 
short biographies entitled “In 
Glass Houses,” which contain- 
ed details of the life history of 
well-known personalities, 


And, chosen for inclusion in 
the series, was an article con- 
cerning the history of a certain 
Mr Jack Joel, 


Mr Joel was a gentleman who 
had made a fortune In South 
Africa, and in whose life there 
was apparently .some ineldent 
which he was not particularly 
anxious to revive. In conse- 
quence he requested ‘that the 
publication should not take 
place, and in roply he received 
an assurance that’ his wishes 
would be carried out provided 
Mr Sievier received £5,000. 


Not unnaturally, Mr ., Joel 
came to the contlusion that such 
a demand savoured of black- 
mail, and his view was con- 
siderably reinforced when he 
was informed tlret if the article 
did appear a portrait of Mr 
Jocl would also. be included 
with a photograph of a well- 


known criminal on either side. 


of him. 


Amazing results 


Mr Joe] decided to prosecute 
Slevier o5 a blackmailer, and 
the subsequent proceedings had 
omazing results. Far from dis- 
paraging Slevicr, his popularity 
increased a thousandfold. His 
friands rallicd to his assistance; 
one, a Mr Topping, subscribed 
£1,000 towards the cost of hix 
defenae, 


Slevier indignantly denied 
that he had ever demanded 
£5,000, or any sum, and that 
the whole story was Invented 
by Jocl and was nothing but a 
trick to bring about his ruin, 


Stevier'’s trial took place at 
the Central Criminal Court, 
and, brililantly defended by 
Rufus Isancs, he was’ trium- 
phantly acquitted. 


The chicf witness for the pro- 
secution, a friend of Sievier’s 
named ‘Mills, was more than 
half-hearted in his evidence, 
and the case practically col- 
lapsed. : . 


“with his 


Sievier received an, ovation. 
From the mere position of & 
popular ‘sportsman, he’ became 
almost a national hero, His ap- 
pearance was erected with 
frenzied cries of “Good: old 
Bob,” and evon his counsel was 
acclaimed In the universal ap- 
probation, D 


Unfortunately, he was not 
content to rest on his laurels. 
Feeling, no doubt, that his 
position as a critic of rival 
sportsmen was now assured, he 
proceeded: to launch a new 
series of attacks, nnd for his 
victim he selected Richard 
Wootton, a racchorse trainer. 


No terrors 


Wootton was an Australian 
who had been remarkably suc- 
cessful in Britain. In_ company 
two sons, Frank and 
Stanley, who were among the 
leading jockeys of the day, he 
practically swept the board, and 
it was mo doubt in consequence 
of the position all three enjoyed 
that Robert Sievier thought 
they would prove likely subjects 
for attack, 


The possibility:of an actlon at 
law had no terrors for him. No 
jury could possibly give a ver- 
dict otherwise than in = his 
favour. 


‘But Wootton’ was not the 
kind of man to submit tamely 
to attack, Although not pos- 
sessed of Sievier’s gay de- 
meanour, he was a determined 
person likely to prove a dan- 
ferous enemy; moreover, he 
thad Ienown Sievicr in Austra- 
lin, ond was aware of many 
details of his heetle life. 


He determined to carry the 
war into his adversary’s camp. 
With great care and after much 
investigation, he prepared a. 
short account of  Sievier’s 
achievements. in the world of 
sport, and caused the story to 
be circulated on every race- 
course in the country in the 
form of a small pamphiet. 


It described Sievier as a 
thorough scoundrel, calling him 
a blackmailer,, a ‘cardsharper, 
and a common thief. 


Such a document, if untrue, 
was too scurrilous to be ignored; 
every racing man knew its 
contents, even Sievier's most 
staunch supporters urged that 
some roply was necessary if he 
was to retain his great reputa- 
tion. Sievicr knew It - too, and 
issued a writ for Hbel, determin- 
ed to prove once more that an 
English jury would vindicate an 
English sportsman, 


Sensation ; 


Mr Wootton took a different 
view. In his defence he plead- 
ed that every allegation in his 
pamphict was truce. 


The action was the sensation 
of the day. The court of the 
Lord Chief Justice was throng- 
ed with an excited crowd of 
racing men an hour before Lord 
Reading took his seat. Sievier 
must have thought himself to 
he more than fortunate in hav- 
ing_ags his judge the man who, 
as Rufus Isaacs, had been his 
counsel in the earlier action. 


‘Moreover, there were cone 
siderable grounds for Sievier’s 
optimism. Wootton had used 
plain words, every one of which 
would have to be proved truc, 


Indiseretions and peccadilloes 
would be Insufficient to justify 
the libels. ‘Cardsharper,” 
“thief,” and “blackmailer’ were 
strong words, Would it be pos- 
sible to satisfy any jury that 
the verdict ‘given at the Central 
Criminal Court in the Jocl case 
had been wrong? 


Slevier’s appearance at the 
Royal Courts of Justice was 
almost a repetition of his earlier 
triumph. As he drove. gaily to 
the courts he.was escorteg by:a 
cheering crowd; cries of “Good 
old Bob” greeted him both out- 
side ‘and inside the .court, and 
the police had the greatest 
diMculty in keeping the 
vociferous enthusiasm - within 
the bounds of decency. 


Bright | smile | 


With o bright smile on his 
face, and .a gorgeous carnation 
in his buttonhole, “Good old 
Bob” iooled the beau ideal of on 
English sportsman’ against 
whom any allegation of . dis- 
honesty was unthinkable. - . 


He needed no counsel to: re- 
present. him this time. _Com- 


pletely confident, he had de- 
cided to conduct his case him- 
self; a simple-hearted sportsman 
would be uble to appeal to a 
jury os no advocate could hope 
to do. Moreover, he considercd 
himaclt mentally superior to any 
member of the Bar. 


His appearance in the witness 
box was everything his most 
enthusinstic supporters could 
have wished. Gay, debonair, he 
was disarming in his frankness. 
“1 do not profess to be a saint,” 
he sald, “I am a gambler. 1 
have been o gambler all my 
life. Like all good sportsmen I 
have had my ups and downs. 
I have owned the best horses in 
the world. Also the worst. 


“IT am-known on every racc- 
course, and I gladly offer my 
character to the investigation 
of anyone who dares to question 
it. First and last I am an Eng- 
llsh sportsman, and so I would 
be judged.” 


One could almost hear the 
jury answer: “Good old Bob.” 
Robert Sievier was not going to 
be an casy man to. cross- 
examine. Finesse would be a 
waste” of fime; good humour 
would be an_ error. Direct 
methods would be required. 


the conclusion of the evening 
the floor wan Httered with un- 
completed cheques all In 
Stevior’s handwriting, and with 
attempted signatures by Horne 
so undecipherable ns to be 
worthless, It was so casy to 
make denints in the absence of 
Horne himself, But there were 
some final questions which re- 
quired a good deal more cx- 
planation. 


“The next morning did Horne 
repudiate the cheque?” 
“He did.” 


“Was that on the ground that 
he had been too drunk to know

He had been bankrupt more 
than once. His proud boast 
that he was once a member of 
the Melbourne Club became 
less impressive when it was 
learned that he had been cx- 
policed. . 


His invitation to appear at 
Court lost most of Its social 
yalue when the jury were in- 
formed thrt the invitation had 
been withdzawn. 


And, cven ouside hig: racing 
world, his conduct hod been con- 
temptible. He had proudly 
‘oasted of bis :gencrosity to the 
Company of Yeomanry which 
had sailed to the South African 
War. He was asked about 
that. It was quite truc that he 
hod promised‘an insurance to 
anybody who Wid not ‘return, 
and some did not return.

In vain 


I told him we wero going to 
try. 


In valn Sievier appenied to 
the Lord Chief Justice for pro- 
tection; in vain 
plea that as he had been ace 
quitted at the Central Criminal 
Court, no one should be allowed 
again to maintain the truth of a 
charge -upon which he had been 
found Not Guilty. - 


Sternly he was reminded that 
thls tlme the issue was being 
tricd in a libel case before a Civil 
Court, and if the defendants 
desirc’d to take upon themselves 
the risk of reopening the matter, 
they were entitled so to do, 
whatever might be the chance 
of success or fallure. 

And nobody knew better than 
the Lord Chicf.Justice how 
diMcult that task would be. The 
whole issue must depend on 
the story to be told by the man 
Mills.

any defect in the acroplane, but 
because he was off on his own?”

About 1 a.m. Cadogan arrived 
with the draft and we set to 
work to put It into final form.

‘Child Hit In Face & 
Burned With Tongs 


__ Imposing a fine of $250 or three months’ im- 
prisonment on Cheng Kwok-ching, 29 years, mar- 


ried woman, who admitted being cruel to a ser- 
vant girl, aged 16, Mr Hin-shing Lo at Central this 


morning advised her not 


to chastise even her own 


children when she was in a fit of temper. 


Mr H.W. Fraser, of the Secre- 
tarfat for Chinese Affairs, stated 
that the defendant lived with 
her husband, an unemployed 
merchant, at 161 Holy Cross 
Path.

Solicitor On 
Behalf Of Client 


In_a_successful appeal for 


_lreview of sentence through 


his counsel, Mr B. N. Cooper, 
Choi Hing, 38, of 18 Blue 
Pool Road, ground floor, 
who was sent to prison for 
three months on November 
17 for managing premises 
for the manufacture of 
opium, had his sentence re- 
duced to one month anda 
fine of $1,000 by Mr Rey- 
nolds at Central this morn- 
ing. 

Mr Cooper called two character 
witnesses, including the defen- 
dant’s wife, to the witness box. 
A friend, Wai Man-kong, testl- 
fied that he had Known defen- 
dant six years ago in Shanghai, 
and that so far to his know- 
ledge, defendant had- been & 
sincere friend and 2 good man. 
Defendant was a sock manufac- 
turer in Snanghai. 

Defendant's wife said that 
they had been married for 10 
years -and had four 
children. They came to Hong- 
kong 600n after the war and 
that so far as she knew her 
husband had no bad habits 
Since he had been in the Colony 
he had been doing business in 
rubber tyres, and recently in 
the film business, 

Mr Reynolds in reducing the 
sentence and giving him the 
option of a fine remarked 
that the offence was a serious 
one, but that there were ccr~ 
tain mitigating circumstances 
which he had not taken into 
account when he _ sentenced 
him carlier this month.
